Will Punish Colleges

FRESNO — ‘‘I think there will be punitive legislation aimed at 
the state colleges.’’ This is the warning of George Zenovich, As- 


sembly majority floor leader. 


His comments came during a question and answer period during 
this weekend’s California State College Student Presidents Associa- 
tion meeting at Fresno State College. 


Zenovich, a long-standing 
booster of the State College sys- 
tem, added that he will not vote 
for punitive legislation himself, 
However, said Zenovich , ‘I’m 
only one of 121 people involved 
in making legislation.’’ 

The Fresno Democrat didn’t 
pull any punches in his sympa- 
thetic but resolute outlook. In 
fact, he seemed to want to make 
clear the fact that there would 
be action taken consistent with 
general public feeling which is 
eurrently running strongly 
against the State College system.

Latest figures place the total 
registration in excess of 88,000 
with 842 of the registrations ob- 
tained in Sacramento County, Al- 
though no actual count was taken 
it is assumed that the majority 
of the county registrants were 
students or faculty of SSC. More 
than a hundred people registered 
on campus the last day of ‘‘bal- 
lot registration’’ alone, 

As to who comprise regis- 
trants of the party, this question 
was answered by Dyer Bennet, 
Sacramento chairman of the 
“‘P&F’’ party. She stated that 
those who are members of this 
party are those who, as implied 
by the party’s name, feel strong- 
ly enough against the Vietnam 
War and for racial equality to 
attempt to do something about 
them, 

The primary reason for join- 
ing the party is typified by that 
of Ellen Smith, (SSC English 
Dept.): ‘‘I am very much against 
war—especially this war,’’ She 
continued, explaining that you 
cannot fight Johnson in the Demo- 
cratic party and the Republican 
nomination is still an open race, 
This way there is another alter- 
native to the two major party 
candidates.
